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Heavy Responsibility Rests 
On City, School Officials

Predictions of a huge population 
explosion in Torrance place a tre­ 
mendous responsibility on city and 
school officials and on taxpayers.

Allan G. Cooley, General Tele­ 
phone Co. executive, in a speech last 
week before the Torrance Rotary Club, 
 ^conservatively'' estimates an Increase 
of 41,000 population in less than 10 
years.

On the basis of three and one-half 
persons per family nearly 1200 new 
homes or apartments would be needed 
to house the forecasted increase in 
city residents.

This means more gchooK more 
city services, more police and fire pro­ 
tection, etc.

School officials have estimated an 
increase of 6100 children in enrollment 
by 1»C5 onlj- four years from now.

Translated Ift. physical terms this 
means 231 more classrooms 98 at the 
elementary and 142 at the high school 
level.

School officials warn that If these 
new classrooms are not provided, the

result will be double sessions for twice 
as many students because each class 
that is double sessioned means two 
classes on double session.

The school board is proposing that 
voters approve a bond issue to "keep 
Torrance children on regular full day 
schedule at No Increase in Tax Rate."

The combined budgets for the new 
fiscal year of the city of Torrance and 
the Torrance School Board are in ex­ 
cess of $22 million. Spokesmen for both 
official bodies declare there will be no 
increase in tax rates this year.

Members of the school board must 
be commended for their close scrutiny 
of the proposed budget for the new 
year. An item by item check is bound 
to show some loopholes for saving 
money.

If the school board and city coun­ 
cil members properly meet the gar­ 
gantuan task they face it will require 
farslghted thinking and planning.

Residents of Torrance would do 
well to keep a watchful eye on the 
growth of our city.
